It is more 
than total the annual investment 
in the construction of new build- 
ings. 

“Production now proceeds at the 
rate of 4,000,000 a year,” the bu- 
reau reports. “The average retail 
value, with accessories,

D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, March 20.—On 
account of the still prevaling 
high prices of crude rubber, the 
U. S. Bureau of Standards is car- 
rying on considerable’ experi- 
| mental work with a view of re- 
pladng it with reclaimed rub- 

ber. 

The use of reclaimed rubber has 
been thoroughly investigated at the 
bureau, it was announced 
and the results show that tire 
treads in which 25 per cent. of 
the normal rubber content have 
been replaced by reclaimed rub- 
ber gave an average of 7,000 miles 
;on the road. 
| It is considered probable that 
| further experimentation involving 
different grades of reclaimed rub- 
ber and different compounds “will 
lead to still better results,” the re- 
port states. 

The bureau plans to carry out a 
similar investigation on the use of 
reclaimed rubber in the carcass of

22.—There was a 
marked increase in anticipa-

Department of Commerce. 

The February production in the 
two countries aggregated 354,527, 
as against 283,262 in January. The 
total production in the United 
States was 318,652, as against 272,- 
011 in January, while Canadian 
factories turned out 15,895 cars last 
month, against 11,252 in Jan- 
uary. 

The comparison is based on re- 
vised figures for the January pro- 
duction, it was explained at the 
department today. 

Truck manufacturers in both 
countries also speeded up pro- 
duction, the comparative figures 
show. The total output of trucks 
for the two countries in Febru- 
ary was 40,805, as against 32,- 
629 in January.

Five of the leading distributing 
companies declared the six-day 
period to have been the best of 

the altogether satisfactory year. 
Comparison with the second week 
of March, 1925, shows the volume 
of business to be nearly 50 per cent. 
greater. 

This remarkable sales gain is 
directly traceable to the condi- 
tion of planters and farmers of 
Louisiana and Mississippi, who 
are in better condition financially 
than they have been in recent 
years; the improvement in the 
lumber trade, particularly in 
hardwood operations, and the 
trend of immigration and flood 
of capital from the North which 
has stimulated building and de~ 
velopment work, both urban and 
rural, all along the Gulf Coast.

Sales in Birmingham 
Increase About 33% 


Birmingham, Ala., March 20. 

—Used truck sales here have 
mounted approximately 33 per 
cent. since March 1, a survey of 
representative dealers shows. 

While strictly city business is 
well on the upgrade, truck dealers 
attribute much of the increased 
activity to the fact that lumbermen 
throughout the state are just now 
preparing for an active season and 
as a result are buying new trucks 
in goodly quantities.

PEERLESS SHOWS 
PROFIT FOR 1925 


Ends Year With Net of 
$126,804; Had Defi- 
cit First Quarter 


LEVELAND, March 20. 
—Net operating profit 
of $126,804.05 for 1925 is re- 
ported today by the Peerless 
Motor Car Corporation in a 
statement to stockholders is- 
sued by Edward Ver Linden, 
president. The net operating 
profit in the last nine months 
of the year was $407,318.63, 
during incumbency of Mr. 
Ver Linden. There was a 
deficit for the first quarter of 
1925 of $280,514.58. 


The net profit for the last nine 
months was computed = after 
“substantial charge-offs for past 
model tools and dies and for 
tools and development expense 
for the introduction of two new 
models,” Mr. Ver Linden said. 
These models were the Model 
6-80, deliveries of which began 
in November last, and the Model 
69 eight-in-line. 

Mr. Ver Linden reported that 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
company developed and put on 
the market the two new models 
the corporation closed the year 
with no funded debt or bank loans 
and with a ratio of quick assets to 
liabilities of more than 4 to 1. He 
added that economies in manufac- 
turing and distributing costs had 
resulted in savings permitting re- 
ductions in cost of models. 

“It is our belief that the greatest 
addition to the assets of the cor- 
poration made during the'‘last year 
is the expansion of the corpora- 
tion’s distributor and dealer organi- 
zation,’’ Mr. Ver Linden said. ‘‘This 
expansion includes some of the 
most successful merchandisers of 
automobiles in the industry and in- 
sures a constantly increasing out- 
let for the company’s product. 

“The management looks forward 
to a year of successful business for 
the corporation in 1926.” 


Gasoline Demand of 
12 Billion Gallons in 
1926 Is Foreseen 


Chicago, March 20.—Chicago 
authorities look for a total demand 
upon American oil refineries this 


year of 12,000,000,000 gallons of 
gasoline, against approximately 
10,500,000,000 gallons in 1925. 
These figures are based on the 
possibility of domestic consump- 
tion exceeding 10,000,000,000 gal- 
lons this year, and the experts say 
there is every indication that it 
will. 

This will mean an average de- 


mand from domestic and export 
sources combined of 1,000,000,000 
gallons a month and it probably 
will mean also that a few of the 
summer months will be consider- 
ably more than billion-gallon 
months. July and August may be 
billion-gallon months from the 
standpoint of domestic demand 
alone, some statisticians believe. 

Anticipating an increase of 15 per 
cent. in domestic gasoline consump- 
tion over 1925 and the same per- 
centage of increase in the foreign 
demand, the prospective figures 
would total more than 11,800,000,- 
000 gallons. Some analysts think 
the total may be reduced by the 
conditions obtaining in gasoline 
consumption situation thus far this 


year. Consumption has not come 
up to expectations in all cases, 
mainly because of poor motoring 


weather over the large part of the 
country. In any event, most au- 
thorities believe the total demand 
on refiners this year will exceed 





11,500,000,000 gallons.
